Tho delegates from the District ot Columbia 
shall be cihoson at a coi-volition constituted ot 
members elected in the primary district as- 
semblies hold under the call and direction of 
the republican central committee of said dis- 
trict: An alternate delegate for each delegate 
in tho national convention to act in case of the 
absence ot tho dele^to, shall be elected in tfc o 
eiimo menucr and at the samo time as tho dele, 
gate ia elected. 


All notices of contests must bo filid with the 


national committee in writing, accompanied 
by printed statements of the grounds of con- 
testa which shall be made public, 
rrefereaoe 


In tbo order oi hearing aud determining con_ 
testa will be given by tho convention in iccord 
nnco with the dates of mire of such notices 
and statement! with tho national committee.
